‘by Indians, so frequent of late. 

Now, we have heasd this aceusa- 
tion often made before, and believe 
there are many io California, who are 
impressed with its truth. But those: 
who bare means of knowing the diffi- 
culties to be overcome in this service 
and know the facts with regard to the 
Indian disturbances, which now inter. 
rupt the line eastward and have hereto- 
fore made the western exceedingly pre- 
carious, also know bow utterly without 
foundation is such an opinion. We doubt 
not Mr. Conness was fully persuaded of 
the truth of those allegations, but we 
venture that, those from whom he drew 
his information, took counsel of their 
suspicions and had no knowledge of the 
facts. If those, whe find it so easy to 
cavil at impossibilities, would only un- 
dertake a journey across these plains at 
the present, or indeed almost any other. 
time, they would bave an opportunity 
of judging more correctly of the insu- 
perable difficulties to be encountered. and 
_ possibly, might come to a more just con- 
clusion than forming imaginary alfian- 
“ees between contractors and Indians, to 
defeat the efficiency of the service. 
Were such a combination possible, it is 
difficult to perceive what benefit could 
be hoped commensurate with the evils 
certain to.result not alone to the com- 
- munity, but in the permanent injury of 
the line. 

Less than two years since the western 
line was suffering under a similar ioflic- 
tion to that whidh has overtaken the 
eastern, and we all know with what diffi- 
culty the line was coutinued in opera- 
tion at that time. Indeed, it was only 
by the efficient co-operation of the mili- 


tary and the indefatiguable exertions of 


all concerned, that the company were 
enabled to keep the line unbroken. Had 
the Indian forays then been accompa- 
_ hied by a snow blockade, as is und has 
been the case eastward, the task would 
have been simply impossible. 

Instead of being subject to cgntinual 
censure, both the eastern and western 
companies deserve the gratitude of the 
publie whom they serve under difficul- 
ties which would appal any but the 
most enterprising. In this opinion we 
doubt not we are sustained by every 
man of every community along the line 
who has any just comprehension of the 
caatter, or whuse opinion is worth hav- 
ing. 

The only wonder, at present, is how 
the stages eastward are enabled to rnn 
at all, or, how men can be induced to 
encounter the inclemency of such severe 
weather among the drifted and almost 


impassable snows that now cover the | 


mountain solitudes crossed by the Over- 
land stage line. At this moment the 
eastward bound stage, which left Salt 
Lake City three days since, is plowing
